LOWER MERION QUINTET SCUTTLES 

NORRISTOWN 32-26 AND TAKES TITLE 



Locals Lead Greater Part of 

Way as They Defeat 

N. H. S. Again 



EARLY PLAY RAGGED 



Norristown, king of Class A, 
Suburban League basketball, is 
king no more. Its downfall was 
brought about by Lower Merion 
High in a play-off game for the 
■ .hampionship at the county seat 
Friday night, and as a result of 
its victory Lower Merion, for 
three years runner-up, takes un- 
disputed possession of the crown. 

It was a hectic game before a 
record-breaking crowd and one of 
the most sensational finishes to a 
league season on record. 

Coming from behind, in its last 
scheduled game of the season two 
weeks ago, Lower Merion sneaked 
under the line a 29 to 28 victor 
over Norristown and went into a 
tie for the Class A title. 'Twas 
a triumph, but only by one bare 
point, and Friday the Maroon and 
White showed clearly that the 
victory was no fluke. They added 
several points and emerged on the 
big end of at 32 to 26 score. 

Both games were taken from 
Norristown on its home floor. It 
was sweet revenge, for the defeat 
which the county seat five ad- 
ministered the Lower Merion five 
on its home floor in Ardmore 
early in the season. 

Play Ragged at First. 

On edge because of the impor- 
tance of the fray, neither team 
played scintillating ball in the 
earlier stages of the contest. The 
passing was mediocre and the 
shooting was ragged. Time and 
again both sides broke loose to 
bombard the baskets, but only a 
small number of the shots went 
Jhrpugh the nets. Even fouls 
were missed — and that with a 
regularity that was alarming. 

Lower Merion was the first to 
settle down and to that is due its 
victory. 

Lower Merion presented a baf- 
fling attack — at least it was baffl- 
ing to the Norristown defense. 

The reason for Norristown's loss 
was two-fold. First, Norristown's 
basket shooting was worse than 
the Ardmore clan's. Actual count 
made in the first half showed 
Norristown made but three of 36 
shots aimed toward the basket. 
Roy Sherid tried 11 times to make 
a score and not one shot hit the 
mark. Deem registered one out 
of 12. The second half was near- 
ly as ragged. 

Secondly, Lower Me'rion found 
a way to break through the N. H. 
S. defense. Norristown's method 
of a "standing defense" was solved 
and the count}'- seat lads were 
caught standing on their flat feet 
as one of the Lower Merion sharp 
shooters would break through for 
a score.

Both Lower Merion and Norris- 
town High basketbal forces will be 
hard hit next season by graduations.

Norristown will lose three of its 
regulars — Sherid, Deem and Toas at 
that time. Sherid will not graduate 
but will be ineligible, having played 
four years already. Three more men, 
Sinclair, utility guard ; Winterbot- 
tom and Bamsey will be lost by Nor- 
ristown in the winter graduations 
next February. This will leave two 
men of the present team. Akins and 
Rambo. 

Everyone of the seven from Lower 
Merion who played in the scrap at 
Norristown last week will be lost this 
June by the diploma route. Captain 
Jimmy Faulk, Fred Slack, Kohlas, 
Ed. Morris, Ronnie Ruddick, Lew 
Mandes and Tubby Fort will all de- 
part. 

The graduations will hit Lower 
Merion so hard that it is unlikely a 
captain for the 1925-26 quintet will 
be chosen until next fall.

A sharp eye and a good journal- 
istic "nose for news" have been 
shown by Bob Vallette, of the Nar- 
berth Junior High School in a paper 
written for class work last week. 

His paper, entitled "Narberth 
Commercial Improvements," fol- 
lows : 

"Narberth has certainly had a 
boom in the last seven years, start- 
ing immediately after the war. Like 
many places which have had a simi- 
lar experience, the central part has 
been slighted. The business is mov- 
ing from the station, our original 
commercial section, over to Nar- 
berth and Haverford avenues, and, 
likewise, along Narberth avenue, the 
town's residential street. The build- 
ing of stores on Montgomery pike 
is also going to affect down-town 
business. Not at first to a great 
extent, perhaps, but in years to 
come they will give the older part of 
Narberth a good race for the North 
side customers. 

"NOW is a ripe time to make a 
last strong effort to beautify and 
commercialize the properties near 
the station. Doctor Crane is going 
to move his drug store to the new 
building at the intersection of 
Haverford and Narberth avenues. 
If White's Sweet Shop then builds 
on the present site of Crane's Drug 
Store and the small plot on that 
corner, it will be a long step in the 
direction of redevelopment of our 
down-town section. 

"Then there are many more such 
improvements possible, such as 
having the residence of Mr. Walls, 
on Forrest and Haverford ave- 
nues, replaced by a modern public 
or commercial biuhiingv"" Building 
stores on Forrest avenue would also 
tend to redevelop. Also the Wind- 
sor Garage next to our town's new 
bank, could be changed or improved. 

"All of these changes would go 
to keep our small commerce in the 
part of the town where it would not 
'junk' or ruin the residential dist- 
ricts."

AMEND BUS LINE 
An amendment has been made by 
the Philadelphia Suburban Transit 
Company to the new bus line which 
it proposes to run down Wynnewood 
road, Merion to Bryn Mawr. A hear- 
ing on this amended application will 
be held before the Public Service 
Commission in Boom 496, Philadel- 
phia City Hall, Friday, April 2, at 
10 A. M. 

Ihe new route proposed is from 
the intersection of Sixty-third street 
and Lancaster avenue on Sixty-third 
street to City Line avenue ; on City 
Line avenue to Wynnewod avenue; 
on Wynnewood avenue to Wynne- 
wood road ; on Wynnewood road to 
Montgomery avenue; on Montgomery 
avenue to Morris avenue, Bryn 
Mawr, and returning over the same 
route to the place of beginning. 

The original application called for 
a line down Wynnewood road, Me- 
rion, to Penn avenue, Wynnewood, 
and through various Wynnewood 
streets to Thompson avenue, Ard- 
more, and then up Montgomery Pike 
to Bryn Mawr. This met with much 
opposition from Wynnewood resi- 
dents who declared a new line 
through their section was not wanted 
and that streets there were too nar- 
row for heavy bus traffic.

Grippe Dangers Cited by Health 

Head in Warning About Epidemic 



The changing weather of the past 
few weeks has brought about an 
epidemic of grippe here, which for 
prevalencing is rivaling that of the 
influenza epidemic of severay years 
ago.. Nearly everybody has it. 

A warning was issued this week 
by Dr. Bertram K. Wilbur, presi- 
dent of Lower Merion Board of 
Health. 

"Grippe is here and while com- 
paratively mild in character, pneu- 
monia is always a possibility and 
often not very far away," said Dr. 
Wilbur. "The suffering, loss of 
time, trouble and anxiety caused by 
the present epidemic is very great. 
The wise thing is to avoid it. 

"Establish your own quarantine. 
Keep away from people who are 
sick. Keep away from every place 



where a considerable number of 
people get together. Especially keep 
away from places of amusement, 
because they are frequently poorly 
ventilated, especially if there are 
continuous perforances. People 
who are beginning to be sick, in the 
early stages of epidemic colds or 
grippe, feel mean and find temp- 
rary relief i the amusement of these 
places. They are apt to be there 
in considerable numbers. 

"In every way possible keep your 
general health above par. Eat wise- 
ly and not too heartily. Sleep rea- 
sonably and with as much fresh air 
in your room as possible. Avoid 
overwork, worry, strain. 

"Have every beginning cold 
treated promptly and fight it vigor- 
ously.

It was predicted 
here early in the year that Senator 
Pepper would secure the backing 
of the Lower Merion and Nar- 
berth organization. It has also 
been known for some time that 
former Senator Boyd, favorite 
with county organization heads, 
would be approved for the State 
Senate. 

Support of Peters for the As- 
sembly has been a foregone con- 
clusion, since he was chosen as 
harmony candidate for the post 
at a conference of Lower Merion 
leaders two weeks ago. 

Break Rumors Wrong. 

There were some rumors early 
in the month that County Leader 
Johnson had broken with Joseph 
'Grnndy;--Bristoi~iJ6s^raBa^en'cT^ 
that a fight might be made in 
Montgomery against Representa- 
tive Watson, a Grundy man. The 
action of the Lower Merion Asso- 
ciation, which is in close touch 
with Leader Johnson, in endorsing 
Watson indicates that these 
rumors were without foundation. 

The Lower Merion Association 
ments Monday. It has made it a 
custom not to express approval of 
any candidate until after the final 
date for the filing of nominating 
petitions. 

Because of this, some objection 
was expressed at first to action en- 
dorsing any candidates. Associa- 
tion leaders, however, declared 
that the present political situation 
made necessary an early stand by 
the organization. Following this 
unanimous endorsements were 
made of all foregoing candidates.
